— The last 
message out of Pekin to reach London 
left there yesterday morning at 11, 
o'clock, going by way of Russian tele- 
graph, through Manchuria, the Tien Tain 
lines being cut.

"hearty adhession" to the scheme for a 
European demonstration. The Russian 
minister in Pekin, who also acts as the 
envoy of Denmark, is credited with hav- 
ing sent a despatch to the Danish for- 
eign office to the effect that a demonstra- 
tion has been planned under the leader- 
ship of England and Russia, in which all 
the great powers and several of the 
smaller will take part. The latter are 
not called upon to send troops, as there 
are enough on the spot, but they are to 
be asked to denote the right to hoif.'t their 
flags to the great powers in order that a 
demonstration may be made or a bat- 
tle fought under the flags of all Europe. 
Japan and the United States have been 
informed and have agreed to the ar- 
rangements." 

Tien Tsin, June 11.— The captain in 
charge of the British defenses hen;

A massacre 
of Christians is reported. 

Shanghai, under yesterday's date, ca- 
bles that there has been street lighting in 
Pekin since early Sunday afternoon. 

The Russians are making large pur- 
chases of canned provisions at Shanghai, 
and everything points to an outbreak of 
hostilities. All British missionaries will 
probably be ordered to return quickly to 
treaty ports. 

The Shanghai correspondent, of the 
Daily Telegraph, in a despatch dated 
yesterday at 1:40 p.m., says: 

"The reports from the Yuri Kan Fu 
district says that the French minister 
has telegraphed that a crisis is imminent, 
and he is arvising foreigners to evacuate 
Yun Nan. 

"All the telegrams indicate that the 
situation has not in the least improved. 
On the contrary, the disorder has spread 
from the neighborhood of Pekin to the 
capital itself, which is growing turbulent 
in anti-foreign demonstrations. In ad- 
dition to the burning of the Pekin Club, 
the secretary of the Belgian legation has 
been roughly handled in the streets. Hos- 
tile crowds continue to demonstrate 
against the legations. Two thousand in- 
ternational troops are approaching the 
city and the advance guard is due to ar- 
rive to-day (Tuesday).

The Spanish minister at Pekin is dean 
of the diplomatic corps there, but as 
Spain has practically no interests in 
China. Sir Claude Macdonnld, who is 
second in point of service to the Span- 
ish minister, will act as doyen during 
this upheaval, the other ministers hav- 
ing interests to protect co-operating willi 
him. That serious international en- 
tanglements are not expected is indicated 
to some extent by the departure from 
this city of the foreign representatives.

POLITICAL CHAOS. 

Sir: After the nomination of candi- 
dates to the legislative assembly, I wrote 
you, predicting the defeat of the Martin 
administration til the polls and pointing 
out that thirty-eight out of the ninety- 
two men nominated had to lie elected; 
that in consequence of the diversity of 
their views ami nspirations the climax 
after the Martin ministry defeat would 
be a demoralizing combination or an- 
other general election. We have now the 
returns in with the exception of Cassiar 
and North Victoria, and we tind the Mar- 
tin g ivernment routed and a house com- 
posed of oighl Martinites, six Indepen- 
dents, seven Conservatives, eleven 
Straight Opposition lo Martin govern- 
ment, two Provincial Party, one Labor 
Party, with three members yet lo be 
elected. The leaders of the Conservative 
and the Provincial parties are rejected 
by the electors; the inference from this 
is that the electorate does not favor the 
introduction of the federal party lines 
into provincial politics, or the return of 
the Cotton-Semlin government. No per- 
son in the house has a suflleient follow- 
ing to form a government. So fur as I 
am aware no one came out for election 
advocating the return to power of tho 
Turner government, not even in this city, 
so that it cannot be correctly stated rltat 
Mr. Turner has any following among the 
members elected; possibly Messrs. 
Eberts, Pnoley, Dunsmuir and McPhil- 
lips might follow him. When Lieut-Gov- 
ernor Mclnnes decided to try the experi- 
ment of substituting personal for par- 
liamentary government in this province 
ho took his political life in his hands. Ho 
has signally failed to obtain the endorsa- 
tiou of the electorate to the abolition of 
responsible government. He can ma- 
terially expedite tho return to constitu- 
tional government and the unravelling of 
the tangle by forwarding his resignation 
to tho Governor-General. Tho Ottawa 
cabinet can aid us by promptly appoint- 
ing his successor. It is to be hoped that 
on Ibis occasion, the selection -will be 
from merit and not political pull. In the 
meantime the public must he visihuit 



and not allow their iutoest in public af- 
fairs to simply effervesie now that one 
victory for the rcstoraUn of responsible 
government has been wjn. It is further 
to be hoped that the mcnbers-elect may 
give serious study to tie principles of 
that form of governmiit and will not 
themselves do so, or all|w either a lieu- 
tenant-governor or a spelker of the legis- 
lative assembly, or a prenier of the prov- 
ince to ever depart agaii from the sal- 
utary principles of that admirable sys- 
tct.i of popular Rovernnunt.

Japan Would Have Fought thf 
Bear But Britain Refused 
Assistance. 



Boxers Butcher a Chinese Gen- 
eral Who Went to Parley 
With Them. 



Str. Queen Adelaide cunic in to the out- 
er wharf yesterday afternoon aud landed 
another 505 Japanese, iniuiixrnnts to 
swell the tiro w inn hordes already arrived. 
There were in all on the steamer tiSH), 
and or these 'but 125 went on to Ta- 
coma to-day on the steamer. The in- 
flux of the Japanese has added another 
character to the waterfront types — that 
of the Jiipum se hoardins-hoiUiU runner, 
who is not as noisy as the type "which its 
higher civilized. 

Three hundred cargo tons of the aver- 
age general cargo 01 the steamer was 
landed at the outer wharf, and included 
in this was an unusual shipment. This 
was a steam pleasure launch built at 
Hongkong for -Mr. Rogers of the B.C. 
Sugar Ketinery. This vessel, which -was 
tifty-five feet long was brought, on the 
forward deck Of the steamer. 1: was 
lifted uii by the heavy stem crane of the 
shears at the Hongkong dock, but getting 
it oil' here was another matter. The job 
Wat; given to Stevedore Alex. McDermott. 
He rigged up a big boom on the fore- 
mast ot the steamer, ami with a number 
ol block,, of no small size ami the aid of 
the steamer's winches the launch was 
placed in the waters of British Columbia. 

The latest addition to the steam ton- 
nage of British Columbia is named the 
Mou King. She was built nine months 
ago at > llongTong and has been lying 
there ever since, the Oriental liners not 
wanting to bring her over. At length 
though, arrangements were made to trans- 
port her by the Queen Adelaide and she 
made the voyage from Hongkong on the 
deck of that steamer. Her boilers were 
taken out aud carried in the steamer's 
hold. 

News was brought by the Queen Ade- 
laide of an extremely narrow escape 
from a Busso-Jupun war about the be- 
ginning of May. The threatened strug- 
gle would have been on before now, ac- 
cording to the advices received from Ja- 
pan had it not 'been for the refusal of 
Great Britain to aid Japan against Rus- 
siu, owing to the fact that her forces 
were engaged in South Africa. 

It seems that about six weeks as* 
such a crisis had been reached that hos- 
tilities were regarded as inevitable in 
Japan. The hone of contention was us 
before, Masampo, Korea. Japan had, 
despite the protests of Russia, installed 
a Japanese trader in a very good, if not 
the best location, at the port, over the 
ownership of which both nations were 
then contending, and where permission 
had been given to Russia by the Korean 
government to settle, providing no fortiti- 
catious were established. Russia called 
upon Japan to withdraw the trader from 
-Masampo, hut the Mikado's government 
refused to do so. Not only did she re- 
fuse to do so, 'hut Japan sent a curt note 
to Russia to the effect that Japan wan 
prepared to jirotect the trader. 

Japan had understood that if tile worst 
came to the worst, and it was to be war, 
she was to have the support of Great 
Britain, and accordingly the British au- 
thorities were informed of the strained 
situation. Instead of receiving the ex- 
pected reply that Britain would be ready 
to uphold her iu the struggle against 
Russia as Japan had expected, says one 
of the representative native Japanese 
papers, the British government sent an 
intimation, that the British government 
would be unable to act with Japan while 
the African war was on, and suggested 
that Japan endeavor to settle the matter 
with Russia in the easiest manner pos- 
sible. Then Japan backed down aud 
the trader left Masampo. War had been 
averted at least for a season. 

When the Queen Adelaide left Shan- 
ghai ou May 18 news had been received 
there of the niassociv of seventy native 
Catholics at Kao-lou-tsuu, near J?ao- 
ting-fu, two days before. The murder 
of the seventy was the crime of another 
rebel society which had risen soon after 
the Boxers. This latter addition to the 
insurgent ranks was the KuJcas, who 
practically govern the province of Pec- 
beli, 

NewB was also given of the murder of 
Genera) Yang Tu Ping, who was sent by 
the Viceroy Yu-luh with troops against 
the Boxers. He xxw£ to parley with 
the Boxers, and -while talking with their 
leaders was cut down and hacked to 
pieces. 

The Boxer ranks, according to Shanghai 
papers, number muny high Manchus, in- 
cluding members of the Imperial clan. 
Yung-luli, the viceroy of the affected dis- 
trict applied for sick leave on May 22, 
heing afraid to lead the imperial troops 
against the Boxers after the murder of 
Ins general. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Jiji of 
Japan, wiring on May 22, said the situa- 
tion was very dangerous at i'ekin, owing 
to continued arrival of rioting mobs. 

In «he South, too, the rebellion iu in- 
creasing and arms are still being taken 
in to the rebels. Included in those who

ARE NOT SHUT OUT. 

The U.S. Collectors of Customs Author- 
ized to Clear British Vessels for 
Honolulu from U.S. Ports. 

The United States authorities have 
made an exception iu their shipping laws 
to allow of the British steamers of the 
lines plyiug between the Orient and San 
Francisco and Australia and San Fran- 
cisco via Honolulu continuing to carry 
freight and passengers thence to San 
Francisco or other United Stacs ports. 
Before this exception .was made the I'aci- 
fic Mail, Toyo Vusen Kaishn and other 
lines with British and Japanese steamers 
■were beginning to worry over the fact 
that bv the admission ot Hawaii to the 
United' Stales, they would be put out of 
the business, as by the customs laws no 
foreign vessel is allowed to carry cargo 
between two United States ports. The 
order giving the foreign vessels the privi- 
lege of continuing business with Hono- 
lulu as before has just been received by 
the collector of customs at Seattle from 
tin' United States Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The Secretary authorizes the col- 
lectors and other simitar ollicials on the 
Pacific Coast to issue clearance papers 
to 111! vessels plying to Honolulu from 
United States ports under a foreign reg- 
ister, even after the islands become in 
every sense of the word United States 
territory. He is to continue to clear the 
British and other steamers of countries 
other than the United States until other- 
wise instructed. 

The inference here is that the Ameri- 
can tonnage is insuQlcient to accommo- 
date the trade, because it has not here- 
tofore, vide the recent Hurry in the 
American papers, been the custom to 
grant such privileges to British vessels. 

SAILED FOB ENGLAND. 

II. M.S. Leander Leaves the Naval Sta- 
tion and is Now "Boiling Home 
to Old England." 

II. M.S. Leander sailed yesterday morn- 
ing for England, she having completed 
her commission with the Northern Paci- 
fic fleet at Esqulmalt. The customary 
salutes were given, the men of the other 
vessels of the fleet at Esquimau man- 
ning the yards as the Leander sailed out 
of the harbor. She will call at the usual 
ports of call on both coasts. 

H.M.S. Amphion is coming out from 
England to replace her. .lolly dipt. Fin- 
nis will, however, not be one her on this 
commission, he having been promoted to 
the command of a first-class battleship 
of the Mediterranean squadron. 

The crew of the Leander were enter- 
tained at a picnic given by the Wesley- 
ans of Eaquimalt, at Kanaka ranch on 
Saturday, as a send-off to the jack tars.

Notwithstanding the hints that have 

I n given in the government press to 

prepare for a general Dominion election. 
We are by no means certain that one 
will be held before the next session of 
parliament. Regarded from -a British 
I'olum'bia standpoint there is every rea- 
son why an election ought not to be held 
before next year, and the same observa- 
tion applies to some extent to the -whole 
Dominion. As we have previously point- 
ed out, the decennial census will he tak- 
en next year. Hitherto the date for 
.'he census has been duly 1: but there is 
110 legal obligation to take it on that day. 
for the British North America Act. 
simply specifies that it shall be taken 
deeennially after 1S71. After the cen- 
sus the representation of the provinces 
must lie re-arranged. It is very clear 
that the prcaonl distribution of member- 
ship, so fur as relates to British Colum- 
bia and the whole country west of Lake 
Superior, is inequitable. We are entitled 
to more representatives in British Col- 
umbia. Manitoba must certainly have 
a right to more. There are parts of tin 
Northwest Territory that should have ;t 
representative in parliament, as for ex 
ample the Yukon district, when' then 
are now nearly 5,000 voters. If ai 
election is held this year, the house then 
chosen may be continued until 100.1 
nearly hall' way to the next census. Of 
course the house eould be dissolved after 
the ceinstls has been laken and a redis 

tnibution measure liar- 1 n passed, bit 

if this . ail be avoided ii will be well to 
avoid it. Wo think thi- can be done. 
There i- n« reason why ihe census can 
oof be taken in March, or even a mouth 
later, and yet a redistribution ineasur 
■be passed during Ihe lifetime of the pre: 
cut parliament, which does not expire 
until sonic time in August, 1001. Th 
election of 1800 was held on June 2d. but 
the writs were not returnable until sunn 
time in August in that year, and the 
lifetime of the House of Commons dates 
from the return of the writs, not from the 
(late of the election. We submit al 
that the next census should he conducted 
on different lines to the last one, and 
that no matter what may be done in th 
■way of gathering statistics, the benefit 
of which in exceedingly problematical,

NORTHERN RAILWAYS. 

The Minister of Railways made a very 
important statement in the House of 
Commons a few nights ago. when he de- 
clared that it was not the intention of 
the government to permit He' incorpora- 
tion of any companies this year for the 
construction of railways into ihe Yukon 
country from Alaskan points. The Col 
ouist is almost the only British Columbia 
paper that has taken strong ground in 
favor of this policy and it is naturally 
very glad to see it adopted by the Lam 
ier ministry. There can bo no question 
as to Ihe soundness of such a com 
There is now one railway from i ... 
Canal into ihe Yukon valley, ami 
one is enough unless the head 
the cannl is declared lo lie Canadian 
territory. While that pari of 
the coast is in the possession of the I'nit- 
ed Slates ami there remains a probabil- 
ity that it will so continue, it would be 
Ihe height of folly to permit other rail- 
way companies to construct lines into the 
Yukon vi'.lley, and build up important 
towns in territory that may never be 
ours. Tlie White I'ass & Yukon line 
will meet eve ry requirement in the way 
of a shorl line to the Coast. When any 
new railways are provided they must be 
all-Canadian lines. The interests of 
British Columbia demand that nothing 
should be doii" that will delay the con- 
struction of a railway from some point 
on the British Columbia coast to the val- 
lev of the Yukon. Ther.e is an extensive 
country behind the Coast Range that 



ought to be opened up without delay. 
Apparently the Dominion government 
contemplates giving any aid to such a 
■lino, but no company would accept 
any assistance that is likely to 
he offered, and undertake to 
build a long line through an undevelop- 
ed country, if there are to bo several 
competing roads from points in United 
States territory. We repeat that we 
are glad to see the stand taken by the 
Dominion government in this matter, and 
believe the provincial legislature will be 
of the same mind. There would, in- 
deed, be very little use tor the province 
to incorporate a company to carry out a 
project against which the federal gov- 
ernment has declared itself. The' char- 
ter would he disallowed.

Wilson hopes to be elected. IIoil. J. C. 
Brown, finance minister, returned froul 
Westminster by the Islander, ami an- 
other of the passengers was E. Carter- 
Cotton. Interviewed by the Colonist, 
neither of the gentlemen had any opinion 
to express on the situation. Mr. Brown 
stated that he came over for the purpose 
of attending t • ► the duties of his depart- 
ment and hail been too busy the past day 
or so to attempt nil estimate of the sitii- 
ation.

It is also hinted that the Lieutenant- 
Governor contends that the result of the 
elections proves that he was justified in 
dismissing the Seinlin government, as 
every vestige of the government has 
been wiped out of existence. 

It is believed there are excellent 
grounds on which the election of W. W. 
B. Mclnnes for North Nanaimo over Mr.

The official count in Vancouver is still 
progressing, and will not be finished un- 
til this evening.

terially changed. T. M. Beattie, return- 
ing officer, threw out all ballots in which 
Wilson figured, showing such alleged 
•decided partiality in favor of the gov- 
ernment candidate that at last Mr. Mar- 
tin himself mildly remonstrated. Mr. 
Beattie replied that as he bail been in- 
formed that there would be a recount 
be would discard all ballots that there 
was the slightest doubt about in his 
mind. In the first box the returning nf- 
tlcer threw out 3 Wilson ballots and 1 
■Gilmour ballot. In the second box Wil- 
son gained one in the count of votes. In 
the third box Gilmour gained one by dis- 
carding a ballot.

Mr. E. G. Prior (Victoria, B.C.)— lie- 
lore the orders of the day are proceeded 
with, 1 feel it is my duty to call the 
attention of the government, and especial- 
ly ot the Minister of .Marine and Fisher- 
ies, to the state ot affairs -that exist on 
the Pacific Const with regard to the 
telegraph communication between the 
Carmanah lighthouse and the shore. A 
letter rwas written by Mr. Daykin, light- 
house keeper, on May l>, to C'apt. J. G. 
Cox, shipping owner of Victoria, which I 
will read to the house. 

Carmanah, May (!. 1000. 
Captain Cox, Victoria, B.C. 

Dear Sir,— At eleven p.m. May 2, a 
large steamer signalled off here. The 
wire was in working order to Victoria, 
but no attention was paid to my call, and 
I .was unable to report the steamer. 

May -1. — Large Japanese steamer sig- 
nalled at 10 a.m., -to he reported. I got 
the message as far as Cape Beale, but 
the wire was down between there and 
Aiberui, at least there was no communi- 
cation. 

May 6, 11 a.m.— A large Russian 
steamer passed in, signalling to be re- 
ported. 1 have called over an hour, but 
can get no one, although the wire, I 
know, is working to Otter Point. 

These are only a few instances. Since 
the first of the year I have missed report- 
ing fourteen steamer* alone. If this is 
going to continue, I would like to know, 
for it is useless for me to signal these 
vessels. I would like to hear from you, 
if that petition is doing any good.

Got the Russian steamer in 1.30 p.m., 
over two hours after she passed. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, this is a very ser- 
ious state of affairs for the shipping in- 
terest-. I mny say that the shipping going 
past that lighthouse to Nanaimo, Victoria 
and Vancouver is of nn enormous quan- 
tity now. We have the large Canadian 
Pacific railway steamers running be- 
tween China and British Columbia, the 
Australian stenmers, and a large num- 
ber of large colliers carrying coal from 
the collieries to i^ati Francisco. Besides 
the detriment to the shipping interest, 
there is an increased danger to wrecks 
that often take place on that coast. I 



am informed that the pilots going out to 
meet these vessels often have to get their 
reports from the American side. I would 
like the Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies to give this matter his attention, and 
see if a remedy cannot be found for this 
state of affairs. I think some arrange- 
ment ought to he madi with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Telegraph Com- 
pany about keeping their office open. 1 
am informed that the ofliee in Victoria, 
where these messages ought to be sent 
to from Carmanah lighthouse, is closed 
from one o'clock in the morning to eight 
o'clock, and that any signals that ships 
may make to the lighthouse cannot be 
forwarded between those hours. I think 
the government might make an arrange- 
ment with the Canadian Pacific railway 
to keep that otilce open so thai shipping 
men might find out when vessels arrive. 
The telegraph line should certainly he. 
kept in better condition, I may also 
mention thai Esquimalt is n large naval 
station, and in case of war. which mny 
break out we never know when, it is im- 
portant that a lighthouse like thnl should 
he enabled to signal to the naval authori- 
ties when any vessels are coming in. 

The Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
(Sir Louis Davies) — I do not want to 
challenge the propriety of the hnn. gen- 
tleman bringing these facts to my notice 
in this way on the llonr of the house, hat 
it is obvious that, as I have received no 
notice from him, I am not able to reply 
to him at the moment. I had no notice 
whatever of the facts he mention-;, and 
1 am unable to give him any informa- i 
Hon whntever. If the hon. gentleman j 
hud communicated to me the facts which ' 
he had given to the house to-day, I might 
have been able, possibly, to gel some 
information on the subject for him. All 
I can do now is to promise to ascertain j 
whether any reports have reached my de- | 
partment of the character to which he re- : 
fers, ii ml to take whatever steps are in ! 
my power to have the evil he speaks of . 
remedied. 

Mr. Prior— I did not intend any dis- 
courtesy to the minister, far from it. I 
These facts are stated in several news- 
papers in British Columbia, and I also 
had a letter from the British Columbia.! 
Board of Trade asking me to take this j 
matte* up, as they had notified the gov- 
ernment or their ngents.

The Minister of Agriculture (Mr. Fish- 
er). — 1. Nineteen. 12. Fourteen from the 
province of New Brunswick, one from 
Prince Edward Island, three from Maui- 
tolia (disease contracted in Iceland), one 
from Nova Scotia.
